Many  shall  run   to  and  fro,    and  hiowledge 
shall  he  eiicreased. 


buCH  was  the  declaration  of  the 
Angel  to  the  Prophet,  when  he  was  ordered  to 
ihut  up  the  words,  and  feal  the  book.— -This 
paffage,  taken  with  the  preceding  part  of  the 
chapter,  feems  dearly  to  point  at  that  important 
period,  when  the  Jewifh  nation  fhall  be  united 
to  the  Chrift'an  Church,  when,  in  confequence, 
the  light  of  Truth  fiiall  be  diffuff-d  oyer  all  the 
«arth. 
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Our  Lord  alfo  has  *  foretold  that  his  Gofpel 
fhould  be  preached  among  all  nations,  which 
event  took  place,  in  part,  previous  to  the  firft 
eftablifhment  of  Chriftianity  j  but  the  prophecy 
remains  to  be  completely  fulfilled,  when  the 
converted  Jew  fliall,  by  confirming  the  evidence, 
and  by  illuftrating  the  dodlrines  of  the  Gofpel, 
filence  all  objeftions,  and  bear  down  all  oppo- 
fition  to  its  truth. 

In  the  prediaions   both  of  Daniel  and  of 
our  Lord,  dreadful  calamities  arc  the  prelude 
to    thofe   diflinguifhed    bleffings  which   thej- 
announces    and,  what  is  remarkable,  certain 
awful    circumftances    of    the   laft  Judgment 
are  by  each  interwoven   with  their  refpedlive 
prophecies.    To  this  grand  confummation,  the 
whok  oeconomy  of  Providence  (we  may  pre- 
fume)  refers,  and  as  temporal  fufil^rings  become 
nothing  when  they  are  preparatory  to  eternal 
blifs,  our  Maker  will  inflid:  thera  in  his  mercy 
on  a  people,  v/hom  gentler  admonitions  do  not 
reform.     Our  wifdom,  therefore,  if  we  would 
avoid  thefe  fufferings,  muiUonfift  in  obfervin'^r 
the  figns  of  the  times,  and  in  accommodating 
our  condud:  to  the  will  oi  God.

•  Matt.    xxiv.  14. 
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It  being,  then,  the  will  of  God  that  all  men 
fhould  come'iinto  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  * 
furely  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  general 
duty  to  promote,  as  far  as  there  is  opportunity, 
the  converfion  of  Infidels  to  faith  in  Chrift. 
But,  in  addition  tp  this  motive,  which  muft 
at  all  limes  operate,  we  are  loudly  called  to 
the  duty  of  propagating  the  Gofpel  by  the 
exifting  ftate  of  the  world,  and  by  the  peculiar 
drcuinftances  of  our  own  country. 

A  fhort  review  of  thefe  interefting  topics 
wjU  bx'ing  us  to  the  confideration  of  the  period 
preaiaeo  in  my  text ;  when,  in  confequence 
of  Mant/  running  to  and  fro,  (or,  according  fo 
the  Greek  vernon,  of  Mani/  being  taught)  f 
knowledge  fliall  be  encreafed. 

Soon  after  the  apoftolic  age,  the  bleffed 
Gofpel  being  corrupted  by  vile  admixtures  of 
falfe  philofophy,  a  cloud  of  fuperftition  en- 
veloped the  whole  of  Chriftendom,  and  that 
religion,  which  propofes  the  rewards  and  punifh- 
ments  of  eternity,  being  converted  into  an 
engine  of  ftate  policy,  became,  accoriing  to 
the  natural  courfe  of  things,  a  fource  of  the 
greateft  evils  that  could  afflid:  the  human  race.

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At  length,  after  a  long  night  of  error,  and 
centuries  of  darkncfs,  reviving  literature  brought 
on  the  aufpicious  day-break,  and  cheered  our 
Weftcrn  Hemifpherc  with  the  light  of  Refor- 
mation:  but  the  blefling  was  only  partial. 
In  more  than  half  of  Europe,  falfchood  main- 
tained its  ground,  and  bigotry  could  flill  fup- 
port  the  cftablifhments  of  ancient  fuperftition. 

Offended  at  thcfe  abufes,  and  averfe  to  the 
toil  of  honeft  and  candid  enquiry,  men  of  letters 
in  Catholic  countries  confounded  Chriftianity 
with  its  corruptions,  and  their  fuccefsful  attack 
upon  the  latter,  accompanied  with  fubtle  and 
farcaftic  infinuations  againft  the  facred  Book 
itfelf,  deftroyed  the  faith  of  multitudes. 

Human  Tcafon  likewife  elated  by  a  deliverance 
from  along  thraldrom,  and  enriched  with  ftores 
from  the  lately  recovered  learning,  rebelled 
againft  its  Author,  and,  rejcdting  whatever  the 
mind  of  man  was  unable  to  comprehend,  filled 
up  with  felf-conceit  the  place  of  Chriftian 
humility.  This  prefumptuous  fpirit  of  fcep- 
ticifm  having  pervaded  the  continent  with  an 
influence  moft  fatal  to  its  religious  principles  % 
objedts  of  fenfe,  the  fplcndor  and  accommoda- 
tionsS  of  voluptuous  life,  took  poflefiion  of  the 

general 
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general  mind  without  controul,  ami  opened  an 
cafy  avenue  for  the  bafeft  corruptions.  To 
this,  far  more  than  to  military  force,  may  we 
afcribe  the  rapid  progrefs  of  a  power  which 
«ftoni<hcs  the  world,  efpecially  at  a  period, 
when,  from  the  advancement  of  Europe  in 
arts  and  arms,  the  wioft  fagacious  politicians 
had  alTured  us,  t!hat  no  fuch  danger  was  again 
to  be  apprehended.  But  this  prevalence  of 
Infidelity  cannot  be  lailing.  The  heart  of 
man,  formed  for  religion,  when  chaftened  by 
calamity,  will  inevitably  xeturn  to  its  onl'f 
iburce  of  comfort  •,  and  the  divine  feed,  which 
is  ©ow  both  widely  difFufed  and  deeply  rooted, 
thoagh  trodden  down,  will  rife  again  with 
ificreafed  vigor.  Our  confidence  in  this  ex- 
pcdation  will  be  greatly  ftrengthened  when 
we  turn  our  eyes  to  the  Eaftern  quarter. 

The  Greek  Church,  what  does  it  prefcnt 
•^0  us  btit  an  overgrown  mafs  of  fuperftition, 
wMch  has  gradually  increafed  wit.iout  check 
or  interruption  from  the  fourth  century  to 
the  prefent  time,'  proteded,  together  with 
Mahometanifm  itfelf,  by  a  Government  that 
excludes  the  art  of  printing,  and  all  difcuffions 
cm  the  fttbjedt  of  religion.     But  ftrong  ai e  the 
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lympioms  of  decline  in  that  empire,  and  with 
it  Would  fink  not  only  the  fyftem  of  their  own 
impoftor,  but  the  enormous  fabric  of  the  Greek 
Ceremonial,  leaving  room  for  the  Gofpel  to 
exert  its  proper   influence.      And   here   it  is 
obvious   to   remark   the   fignal  utility   of  an 
eflablifhed    Church,    comldcred   merely   as  a 
rcpofitory  of  the  written  oracksj  fince  even 
that,    which  has  corrupted   Chriftianity   the 
moft,  has  carrip-".  down,  through  a  fucceffion 
of  ages,  the  confutation  of  ihofe  corruptions : 
the  Greeks  having  ilill  preferved  the  ftandaid 
of  Scripture,  although  from  a  debafement  of 
their  Language,  and  from  ejitieme  ignorance, 
few  even  of  their  prieflhood  are  capable  of 
confulting  the  pure  original.     The  completion 
of  prophecy  by  thefe  events,  the  power  of  the 
Gofpel,  and  the  affurance  of  its  divine  origin, 
which  they  evince,  may  naturally  lead  to  that 
converfion  of  .the  Jews,  which,    we  believe, 
is    to  clofe  the  hiftory  of  this  moft  fingular 
and  wonderful  people.     Tlieir  belief,  and  con- 
fequent  .ftudy  of  the  Chriftian  Code,  would 
bring  fuch  an  addition  of  weight  to  its  evi- 
derces,  and  of  light  to  its  dodrines,  that  all 
obje^ions  raifed  againil  it  would  from  hence- 
forward 


forward  appear  no  mere  than  fpots  on  "the^ 
meridian  fun. 

In  reply  to  what  has  be^n  advanced,   we 
^all  be  toJd,  perhaps,  that,  from  adual  ap- 
pemnces.   Religion  n  in  a  declining  /tate. 
^alle  Philofophy  has  pervaded  every  part  of 
Europe  except  <       ow.i  country.      In   rhofe 
vaft  territories  u^acr  the  Turki(h  yoke,  and 
wherever  the  Koran  is  received,  the  m^ti  of 
Science  arc  Athc.its,  whilft  the  muhitudr  .re 
given  up  to  ignorance  and  fuperilitiOus    .7 ; . 
ticcs.     The  learned  Brahmins  and  the  body  of 
Hmdoos  bear  a  (^milar  relation  to  each  other 
The  greater  part  of  Africa  is  ftill  barbaroL^s ; 
and  Amerka,  which  was  defo?ated  by  its  firft 
conquerors,  has  not  as  yet    been    mucn  en- 
lightened    by    our    conymercial    intercourfc. 
Although  fuch  an  outh'ne  of  the  globe  fliould 
be  well  drawn,  the  Gofpel  itfelf  may  be  pre. 
pared  for  fpreading  over  its  various  tribes  more 
effecftually  at  f>e  prefent  time   than  at   any 
former  period.     Impediments,  which  tc  our 
forefathers  feemed  infuperable,  are  evidently 
givmg  way,  and  tending  to  complete  abolition. 
Even  that  ruinous  war,  which  now  d^folates 
the  £neft  parts  of  Europe,  may  be  a  necefTary 
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mean  of  producing  this  great  effed.  Hence 
the  gloomy  darknefs,  that  now  envelopes  the 
Mahometan  and  Heathen  nations,  may  be 
ultimately  illumined  by  the  cheering  truths  ot 
the  Gofpel,  when  offered  with  proper  evidence, 
and  in  their  own  divine  fimplicity. 

This  confideration  brings  me  to  what  I 
propofe  as  a  fecond  topic,  the  peculiar  circum- 
fiances  of  our  own  country,  which  qualify 
it  6)r  the  office  of  fpreading  evangelic  truth. 

The  intellects  of  ftudious  men  in  mod: 
parts  of  Chriftendom  (intoxicated  rather  thaa 
'ilrengthened  by  the  fudden  influx  of  know- 
ledge derived  from  the  modern  arts  of  Printing 
and  Navigation)  have  fcorned  the  bounds 
affigned  by  its  Author  to  human  reafon,  and 
prefuming  that  no  fubjed:  is  too  vaft  for  its 
Comprehenfion,  have,  by  its  bold  intrufion 
into  the  province  of  Faith,  locked  up  againft. 
tliemfelves  the  only  avenue  to  an  acquaintance 
with  the  world  of  Spirits.  We,  of  the  Englifti 
Church,  have  learned  by  experience,  that, 
in  religious  fubjedts,  the  fuccefs  of  our  en- 
quiries  depends   upon   our    confining    reafon 

to  it$   natural  duty,   and  upon   exercifing  it 

withf. 
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with  Tobriety,  temperance,    and   a   due   fub- 
miflion  to  divine  authority. 

This  juft  diftindicn  between  the  provinces 
of  Faith  and  Reafon  has  been  obferved  by  our 
ableft  Divines  and  moft  profound  Philofophcrs, 
who,  rejecting  what  was  contrary  to  reafon 
(which  indeed  its  divine  Author  rould  never 
enjoin  then>  to  receive)  have,  with  all  humility, 
admitted  doctrines  above  the  reach  of  this 
faculty,  when  fufficiently  attefted.  From  this 
vigorous,  yet  limited  and  prudent,  exercife  of 
Reafon,  we  have  derived  many  and  important 
advantages,  two  of  which  I  will  remark  av 
peculiarly  eminent. 

In  the  firil:  place,  the  evidences  of  our 
religion,  both  external  and  internal,  after  the 
moft  accurate  examination,  and  the  fevereft 
difcuffion,  are  propofed  in  the  plaineft  form, 
laid  open,  and  made  intelligible  even  to  the 
underftanding  of  the  vulgar. 

As  the  evidences  have  been  ftrengthened, 
fo,  in  the  next  place,  have  the  dodrines  been 
fimplified,  and  feparated  from  the  mixture  of 
human  tradition  :  the  authority  of  the  Fathers 
being  at   length   reduced   within    its   proper 
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of  the  Apoill^s  and  Evaogelifts.     The  GofpeJ, 
then,  having  for  more  ^han  fevcntcen  (renturiea 
unc^^rgone  every  fqn  of  trial,  flourifliea  in  this 
co^nt^y,  ii^  mion  with  Liberty  and  Learning, 
with  improved  fci^nce  and  the  ftudy  of  nature, 
And  as  the  iacred  Book  is  op^n  to  aU  (inviting 
every  one  tQ  iearch,  and  fcrutinize  its  contents) 
whiJe  qOfW^fb^d  Toleration  gives  free,  courfe 
to,  the  Qomrpverfial  fpirit,  /houJd  any  new  light 
be  ^ruck  out  by  the  collifion  of  oppofia^  minds, 
it  is  not  loft  as  formerly^  or  ibut  up  in  tho 
cornel  of  a  convent,  but  b^ia^  communicated 
IP  i«numeraWe  copies,  mounts,  like  the  fpark 
on  fuel,  and  fpreads  into  a  wide  illumination. 
This  potent  auxiliary  of  kr^owletlge,  the  Art 
Qfi  Purinting,  4s  in  one  refpe^  peculiar  to  quit 
Qwn  country :  hqre  only  it  is  uuder  no  reiiraint. 
fave  that  which  ought  to  regulate^very  inftru^ 
m^nt  of  hun:ian  agency,  the  religious  and  moral 
principle.     Taking  this  vi«w  of  our  circum^ 
Hiwes,  we  cannot  but  be  confcious,  and  con- 
vinced,  that  on  our  nation  is  beftowcd  a  manifeft 
fuperiority  in  point  of  religious  knowledge  j 
and  in  this  place,  and  before  this  audience, 
it  furely  cannot  be  neceiTary  for  me  to  mark 
the  pre-eminence  which.  w«  bear  in  point  of

extended  commerce.  Thus  elevated  and  thus 
endowed,  Britain  may  become  the  light  of  the 
world,  the  fait  of  the  earth,  unlefs  the  fait 
ihould  lofe  itis  lavor ;  unlefs  Britain  fhould 
become  corrupt,,  unworthy  of  the  office,  and 
incapable  of  communicating  the  benefits  which 
it  has  herfelf  abufed ;  unfit  for  preaching  to 
others,  when  fhe  herfelf  U  become  a  caft^ 
away. 

But  let  us  lock  forwat*^  With  better  hopes 
to  the  future  fortune  of  our  country,  whilfl 
we  contemplate  the  abolition  of  that  execrable 
traffic  in  flaves,  moil  advcrfe  to  *he  fpirit-  of 
the  Gofpel;  a  traffic  which  aggravated  out- 
calamities  with  a  !oad  of  guilt,  and  corrupted 
the  minds  of  o«r  fellow-citizens,  as  it  con- 
fumed  the  bodies  of  their  moft  wretched 
captives. 

The  full  completion  of  this  patriotic  meafare 
will,  probably,  open  to  us,  on  the  coafts  of 
Africa,  channels  of  commerce  agreeable  to 
jiiilice,  and  alike  beneficial  to  both  parties. 
Nor*  will  the  natives  be  avcrfe  to  the  glad 
tidings  of  a  Redeemer,  when  the  morals  of 
their  Teachc  3  do  not  difgra€C  the  tenor  of 
theif  doctrines

To  illuminate  thofe  vaft  and  hitherto  im- 
penetrable regions  is  an  objed  for  the  ambition 
of  Chriftians ;  but,  in  order  to  efteA  it,  our 
attention  muft  be  firft  direded  to  that  unhappy 
race  whom  we  have  tranfported  thence  to  our 
own  plantations.  The  duty  of  imparting  to 
them  religious  knowledge  was  always  incum- 
bent on  their  Chriftian  maflers  j  but  is  more 
powerfully  urged  upon  us  at  the  prefent  moment 
for  evident  and  ilriking  reafons. 

The  iniquity  of  the  trade  is  now  publickly 

acknowledged  by  all  parties  ;  the  pleas  drawn 

from  pretended   neceffity   or  private   interefl; 

being  found  as  groundlefs,  as  they  were  before 

difgraceful.     Our  guilt,   therefore,  in  having 

fo  long  permitted  this  traffic,  which  is  now 

left  without  excufe,  requires  of  us  a  fpeedy 

and  vigorous  attempt  to  indemnify,  as  far  as 

we  are  able,  thefe  injured   men.     It  is   alfo 

clear,  that  to  inftrud  and  improve  them  will 

be  every  day  rendered  more  pradicable  than  it 

was  during  the  continual  importation  of  freih 

negroes,  who  feldom  failed  to  corrupt  their 

countrymen,    and  to  occafion  the  revival  of 

their  old,  favage,  and  brutal  habits. 

The 
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The  negroes  whom  we  now  poffefs,  may 
be  gradually  attached  to  us  by  a  confiftcnt 
tenor  of  kind  and  good  offices.  Much^ 
indeed,  k  due  to  them  from  us,  inafmuch 
as  by  a  national  ad  we  have  publi?kiy  acknow-  , 
ledged  the  original  injuftice  of  their  captivity. 
If  complete  emancipation  be  not  poffible,  we 
may  at  leaft  mitigate  the  feverities  of  fervitude,, 
and  what  is  moft  important,  we  have  \t  in  our 
power  to  recompence  them  for  the  lofs  of  the 
chief  advantages  of  their  prefent  life,  by  giving 
them  well-grounded,  prcfpeds  o£  happinefs  in 
another.  Under  the  change  of  circumftances 
which  have  already  taken  place,  it  may  be  an 
objedl  worthy  of  conlideration,  whether  the 
revifion  of  the  Colonial  Laws,  a  fyftem  founded, 
upon  other  principles,  may  not  be  deemed 
neceflary,  but  that  belongs  not  to  this  place  ^ 
and  ihould.  fuch  a  revifion  take  place,  it  might 
become  an  objed  of  our  legiOature  to  recom- 
mend, if  not  to  enjoin,  that  every  Planter 
fliould  bring  the  children  of  his  Haves  to  the 
facred  Font., 

And  here  the  aid  of  our  Society  would  be 
well  applied  in  furnilhing  men  well  inclined* 
and  dulv  Qualified  to  emnlov  fheir  ume.  in  the 
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humble  but  moft  meritorious  department  of 
leading  negroes  to  the  knowledge  and  pradice 
of  Chriftianity.  And  this  is  more  particularly 
neceffary,  as  the  pariihcs  in  our  lilands  are 
frequently  of  fo  wide  extent  as  to  render  it 
impraaicable  for  the  EflabliOied  Clergy  to 
perform  this  duty  in  addition  to  their  cuftomary 
fundioas. 

This  topic  naturally  leads  us  to  the  circum- 

ftance  of  Inftruaion,  on  which  Ifhall  begleave  to 
be  more  particular.    The  minds  of  men  bred  up 
without  the  knowledge  of  the  true  God,  and 
grown  old  in  bondage,  may  be  too  much  hardened 
to  admi  t  effedually  the  dodrines  of  Chriftianity  j 
but  the  children  of  negroes  are  as  quick  of  ap- 
prehenfion  as  our  own,  and  thefe  we  may  ground, 
without  impediment,  in  the  beft  of  principles. 
Seminaries  of  yovmg  Slaves,  in  the  feveral  diftri^s 
©f  our  Weflern  Illands,  would  foon  produce  a 
ftriking  improvement  in  the  rifmg  generation. 
The  highly  refpeded  Clergyman,  whofe  in* 
genious  ability  introduced   the  new  mode  of 
communicating  elemental  knowlege,  has,  by 
his  writings,  enabled  every  attentive  reader  to 
follow  his  example.     Our  Miffionaries  would 
thus  find  opened  to  their  pious  endeavours  an

ex<;enfive  field,  in  which  the  feed  fown  could  not 
fail,  with  divine  bleffing,  to  bring  forth  abon-' 
dant  fruit]  '  The  gre^t  principle  of  the  Madras 
E^ablifhmcnt    (namely,    that    of    employing 
Scholars  in  fhe  office  of  Inftruaion)  might  be 
every  where  adopted,  although  the  fyftem  in 
all  ltd  pdfts  be  fttited  only  to  numerous  aflem- 
blies.     On  the.  benefits   refulting  from  fuch 
InfftJtutibtls,  as  to  order,  induftry,  and  civilized 
mafhhers,  before  this  audience  (fome  of  whom, 
of  High    Weight   and    authority,    have   added 
dighhy  to  the  Invention  by  their  fanftion  and 
pfotiiMbrt,    whilft    others  have   munificently 
^^^^f^^^^  Inveiitbr)  it  would  be  fuperfluous 
to  ej^pitiate.     The  Planters  too  would  learn 
froiii  happy  experience  the  advantages  of  having 
tlr^ir'Slaves  taught  and  trained  to  obey  *  their 
masters  According  to  the  flesh,  not  with  eye-service 
i^'^'Wim-^UaJers,'  but   in   singleness  of  heart   as 
fem%g  God: 

•Some  of  the  moft  induftrious  and  ceconomical, 
even  under  our  prefent  fyftem,  are  permitted 
gradually  to  work  out  their  freedom  ;  a  privi- 
lege, \vhich  might  be  extended,  without  alarm, 
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to  greater  numbers,  whofe  regulated  minds 
could  ufe  their  liberty  without  abufmg  it. 
Men  thus  difciplined,  inftruded,  and  informed, 
cannot  but  become  delirabic  members  of  the 
community  J  and  would  the  expedation  be  un- 
reafonable,  that  out  of  thefc  hereafter  may  be 
found  feleft  Teachers  well  fitted  for  the  office 
of  Miflionaries  to  the  Country  from  whence 
their  Parents  came.  The  natives  of  Africa 
would,  perhaps,  be  more  inclined  to  receive  a 
dodrine  delivered  to  them  by  perfbns  of  their 
own  color,  than  if  it  were  propofed  to  them 
by  Europeans,  whom  they  might  not  unreafon- 
ably  fufpc<5t  of  finillcr  defigns.  Our  commerce 
with  that  country  has  not  been  hitherto  favour- 
able to  Chriftianity  j  it  being  impoffible  that  we 
fhould  have  fuccefsfully  recommended  the 
Gofpel  to  one  part  of  the  natives,  whilfl:  our 
objed  was  to  Ciillave  the  other.  With  ardent 
zeal,  therefore,  fliould  we  endeavour  to  make 
reparation  for  the  errors  of  our  Forefathers, 
by  fpreading  the  light  over  that  unfortunate 
Country,  which  their  condud  has  hitherto 
contributed  to  keep  in  darknefs. 

Amongft 
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Amongft  our  PJanters  are  men  of  fuperior 
underftanding,  and  of  approved  humanity. 
Aided  by  their  influence,  this  Society  might 
form  their  plans  with  judgment,  and  carry 
them  on  with  fuccefs. 

The  period   feems  at  hand,    when,  as  the 
Prophet  hath  predifted,  many  fhall  run  to  and 
fro,  and  knowledge  ihall  be  enc  -ifed.     In  this 
intercourfe  of  nations,  in  this  communication 
of  Tntellea,  we  are  the  diftinguiflied  Agents, 
and  muft  be  mindful  of  our  awful  and  moft 
important  province.     To  whom  much  has  been 
given,  of  them  much  fhall  be  required.     Wc 
poiTefs   the  truth  ourfelves,  and  the  power  of 
conveying  it   to   others.      The   former  is   a 
blcffing  moft  ineftimable,  if  wc  improve  it  by 
daily  exercifing  the  latter. 

Miracles  have  ceafed.  The  Gofpel  is  en- 
trufled  to  human  Stewards,  and  by  fuch  muft 
be  difpenfed  this  laft  beft  gift  of  our  heavenly 
Benefaftor.  Let  our  efforts  be  unfeigned  ia 
propagating  that  facred  knowledge  (the  encreafe 
of  which  its  Author  has  appointed)  and  we 
may  reft  fecure  amidft  wars  and  tumults,  amidft 
public  calamities  and  domeftic  troubles. 
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For,  as  the  Prophet  declares  in  the  verfe 
preceding  my  text,  *  They  that  be  wise, 
(/.  e,  who  apply  this  knowledge  to  their  own 
condud)  shall  shine  as  the  brightness  of  the 
firmament,  and  they  that  turn  viany  to 
righteousness t  as  the  stars  for  ever,

CHARTER, 

And  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Society  * 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gofpel  in 
Foreign  Parts,  from  the  i6th  Day  of 
Feiruaryy  i8io,  to  the  15th  Day  of 
February  y    181 1. 

KING  William  III.  was  gracioufly  pieafed, 
on  the  16th  of  June^  1701,  tc  ereSl 
and  fettle  a  Corporation  with  a 
perpetual  fuccejfion,  by  the  name  of  The  So- 
ciety FOR  THE  Propagation  of  the 
Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts;  for  the  re^ 
cehing,  managing,  and  difpofng  of  the  contri- 
butions of  juch  perfons  as  would  be  induced  to 
extend  their  charity  towards  the  Maintenance  of 
a  Learned  and  an  Orthodox  Clergy,  and  the 
making  offuch  other provifion  as  might  be  necejjary 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gofpel  in  Foreign  Parts, 
upon  information^  that  in  many  of  our  Plan- 
tations, Colonies,  and  Factories  b^^. 
yond  the  feas,  the  provifon  for  Minijiers  was 
mean,  and  ?nany  other  of  our  /aid  Planta- 
tions, Colonies,  and  Factories,  werc 
whoily  unprovided  of  a  mahitenance  for  Minijiers,. 

and 
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and  the  public  worfiip  of  God i  and  that,  for  lack 
^f  ftipport  and  maintenance  of  fuch,  many  of 
bis  loving  fubjeBs  wanted  the  adminiftration  of 
Gods  Word  and  Sacraments,  and  feemed  to  be 
abandoned  to  Atbeifm  and  Infidelity,  and  others  of 
them  to  Popijh  Superjlition  and  Idolatry, 

The  Society  was  compofcd,  by  the  Charter, 
of  the   Chief  Prelates  and  Dignitaries   of  the 
Church,  and  of  feveral  Lords  and  eminent  per- 
fons  in  the  State,  with   a  power  to  eledl,  from 
time   to  time,  fiich  others  to  be  Members  of 
the  Corporation,    as  they,    or   the   major  part 
of  them,  fhould  think  beneficial  to  their  chari- 
table defigns,    to   receive  the  .donations  of  all 
charitable  and  well-difpofed  perfons  towards  this 
moft  pious  defign :    And  thro*  an  efpecial  blef- 
iingthis  work  of  the  Lord  bath  all  alo7tg  projpered 
in  their  hands. 

The  Society,  as  their  Charter  direds,  give  an 
annual  account  to  the  Lord  High  Chancellor, 
the  Lord  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Kwg's  Bench,  and 
the  Lord  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  of 
the  i.-/eral  fums  of  money  by  them  received, 
and  laid  oiu,  and  of  the  management  and  dif- 
pofition  of  the  revenues  of  the  Corporation  : 
an  Abftrad  of  which,  and  of  their  proceedings, 
they  annually  publifh,  and  take  this  opportunity 
of  returning  their  moft  hearty  thanks  for  the

Befides  this,  the  Society  are  at  confiderable 
expence  in  furnifliing  MiiTionaries  with  bookis 
for  a  Library,  as  well  as  Bibles,  Prayer-books,  and 
Imall  religious  Trads,  to  diftribute  among  their 
people,  as  occafions  require ;  and  in  Gratuities 
ifor  extraordinary  fervices.  And  as  the  Society 
generally  receive  from  their  MiiTionaries  ac- 
counts of  their  proceedings,  and  of  the  ftate 
of  their  feveral  Mifiions,  it  is  thought  proper 
to  publifh  the  following  Abftrad  of  fuch 
informations  as  were  received  from  the  Mif- 
iionaries  in  the  year  1 8 1  q. 
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Newfoundland. 

By  the  affiftance  of  the  Bifhop  of  St.  David's, 
the  Society  have  been  enabled  to  fill  the  Million 
of  St.  John,  vacant  by  the  death  of  Mr. 
Harries.  The  Rev.  David  Rowland,  a  Curate 
in  his  Lordship's  Diocefe,  whofe  teftimonials 
were  moft  fatisfadory,  has  been  appointed  to 
this  important  truft,  and  arrived  at  St.  John's 
on  the  2 1  ft  of  laft  July,  where  he  was  well 
received.  In  confideration  of  the  worth  of 
the  late  Miflionary,  and  diftrefled  fituation  of 
his  numerous  family,  the  Society  have  been 
picafed  to  grant  them  a  Gratuity  of  £100. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Anfpach,  Miflionary  at  Harbor 
Grace  and  Cafboneer,  in  his  report  of  the  ftate 
of  his  Million,  informs  the  Society  that  the 
\jovernor  has  been  pleafed  10  appoint  him  his 
Surrogate  in  that  Diitridli  in  confequence 
whereof  he  took  a  more  particular  view  laft 
fummer  of  the  feveral  Settlements  of  which 
it  is  compofed,  and  in  each  place  did  all  he 
could  both  in  his  civil  and  clerical  capacity  to 
-promote  the  welfare  of  the  people.  He  found 
Bay  de  Verd's  in  particular  much  improved 
fmce  his  lail:  vifu.  At  Bay  Robert's,  a  School 
was  eftabiiilied  laft  fpring,  which  is  in  a  very 
promifing  ftate,  confifting  of  42  children,  36 
of  whom  could  repeat  the  Church  Catcchiim 

. tolerably 
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tolerably  well.  The  Lord's  Day  is  betfer  o5- 
ferved  there  than  formerly.  At  Harbor  Grace, 
the  Sunday  School  has.  confiiled  of  i8  boys  and 
8  girls.  The  Catechetical  Lent  Ledtures  are 
alfo  weH  attended.  His  year's  Notitra  ftands 
thus:  Ivi  Harbor  Grace  and  Carboneer,  the 
Baptifms  were  32  boys  and  ^^(i  girls  :  Marriages 
18:  Burials  12.  In  the  Otit-harbors  31  boys 
and  30  girls  were  baptiied. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Clinch,  Miffionary  at  Trinity, 
continues  to  difcharge  the  duties  of  his  funaior* 
with  his   ufual    regularity.     He   is   happy   in 
being  able  to  affure  the  Society  that  his  Mifiion 
flouri/hes.     The  inhabitants  oi  Silly  Cove  re- 
gularly   attended  the  ^Service  of  the   Church 
every  Lord's  Day.     Tfte  children   repeat  the 
Church  Catechifm  after  Divine  Service,  and 
improve  much  under  the  prudent  care  of  Mr. 
Thomas,  vi'ho  requefts  of  the  Society  a  fupply 
of  Pfalters,   Spelling  Books,.  Common  Prayer 
Books,  and  Religious  Trads,.  which  have  been 
granted  to  him.     The  following  is  his  Notitia 
for  the  laft  year :   Baptifms  56  :  Marriages  10  : 
Burials  21.     Communicants  40. 

Nova  Seotia^ 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Stanrer,Miffionai7  at  Halifax, 
acquaints  the  Society  that  nothing  worthy  of 
particular  notice  has  taken  place  in  that  old 
eftabhihed  Miffion,  except  that  his  Cont^rega- 

tioa 
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tion  has  fo  much  encreafed,  that  his  parifhioners 
have  relolved  to  eredt  a  number  of  additional 
pewo.  His  Notitia  fur  the  laft  half  year  is 
as  follows :  Baptifms  120  Infants  and  3  Adults- 
Marriages  41 :  Burials  39. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Cochran,  officiating  Minifter 
at  Rawdon,   Newport,  and  Falmouth,  ftates. 
that  he  continues  to  attend  by  regular  rotation 
thofe   townfliips  on   every  Sunday  as    before 
and  he  trufts  with  fome  good  efTed.     That  he 
IS  more  and  more  pjeafed  with  his  little  flock 
at  ^Newport;  where  the  Bifnop  of  Nova  Scotia 
held  a  Confirmation  in  the  month  of  Septem- 
ber laft,  on  which  occafion  jt  perfons  were 
confirmed,    fome   of  whom    were    from  the 
neighbouring  townfhip  of  Rawdon  and  a  few 
from  Douglas,  but    the  greater  part  was   of 
Newport.     That  His  Majefly  has  been  pleafed 
to  leave  a  confiderable  fum  of  public  money 
at  the  difpofal  of  the  Governor  for  the  benefit 
of  the    Province,  which    his  Excellency  has 
fignified  his  intention  to  apply  towards  the  com- 
pletion  or  repair  of  Churches  in  thofe  Parifhet 
where  the  people  are  difpofed  to  exert  them- 
felves.     This  Dr.  Cochran  has  made  known  in 
the  feveral  townfhips  where  heofficiates,  and  has 
ufed  every  means  in  his  power  to  excite  the  in- 
'-abitants  to  fuch  efforts  as,  with  the  aid  of  Go- 
vernment, may  at  length  accomplifh  this  mod 
wwiia^iw   vyL;jvv.L,      iac  iubicriptions   are   ftill 
gcing  forward,  and  with  fuch  fuccefs  that  he 
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has  the  moft  (bnguine  hopes  that  the  Churches 
Iti  Newport,  Rawdon,  and  Douglas  will  be 
Completely  finished,  and  a  new  one  upon  a 
fmail  fcale  ere(5ted  in  FalTiouth.  He  ac- 
knowleges  the  recei^it  of  a  box  of  Books  fof 
diftribution  j  for  which  judicious  bounty  to  his 
fidck,  he  i'eturns  thanks  to  the  Society.  In  the 
cburft  of  the  laft  year,  he  baptized  2  Adultl 
knd  12  Infants,  and  married  16  couple,  A  few 
Cdmmunicdiits  have  bfceh  ^dded  in  Newport. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Norris,  Mifllonary  at  Gorn- 
wallis,  has  informed  the  Society  that  iince  his 
iaft  Notitia,  he  has  baptized  8  Infants ;  mar- 
ried 15  couple;  "and  buried  3.  Communieants 
at  Eafter  15.  He  cxpeds  that  the  Church 
will  foon  be  compleated.  That  Mr.  M'lne'rney 
has  quitted  the  School  at  Horton ;  fince  which 
he  has  not  found  a  fuitable  perfon  to  reconimend 
io  the  Society.  He  has  vifited  Chefter,  his 
former  Miffion ;  where  he  preached  twice, 
and  baptifed  6  children.

By  a  Letter  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Weeks,  Mif- 
fionary at  Guyfboro',  dated  Halifax,  June  20th, 
i3ip,where  he  was  then  attending  the  Birtiop's 
Vifitation,  it  appears  that  fince  hie  lafl  report, 
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he  has  baptifed  26  children  %  married  5  couple  ; 
and  buried  5.  That  the  Communicants  cn- 
creafc,  the  whole  number  being  now  90. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Coffit,  Miffionary  at  Yar- 
mouth, writes,  that  the  people  ftill  plead  their 
inability  to  pay  the  ftipulated  annual  allowance 
of  ^30  to  their  Mifllonary,  alleging  that  it 
would  retard  the  completion  of  the  Church. 
He  preaches  twice  every  Sundays  and  Cf  techizes 
the  children  immediately  after  the  fecond 
Leflbn  in  the  Evening  Service  from  Eafter  to 
Chriftmas,  and  has  very  refpedable  audiences. 
That  there  is  at  prefent  no  grant  of  land  for  a 
Glebe,  nor  any  Parfonage  Houfe. 

Mr.  John  Wetmore  has  been  appointed 
School-mafter  at  Yarmouth,  and  Mr.  Daniel 
^^nderfon  School-mafter  at  Meriganifh,  on  the 
xecommendatior  of  the  Bifhop  of  Nova  Scotia. 

The  Soci'^ty  have  been  pleafed  to  appoint  a 
Son  of  Mr.  Shreve,  the  Miffionary  at  Lunen- 
burgh,  to  one  of  their  Exhibitions  at  King's 
College  in  Nova  Scotia. 


New  Brunfwick. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Byics,  Miffionary  at  St.  John, 

his 
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his  Miffion  continues  in  a  flouriHimg  ftatc,  and 
the  Communicants  encreafe.  A  ftceple  has 
been  placed  on  the  Church.  His  Afliftant, 
Mr.  Roger  Viets,  officiates  alternately  at 
Carleton.  His  condu(ft  is  unexceptionable  and 
prudent ,  and  he  is  of  great  help  to  Dr.  Byle«. 
During  the  year,  the  Baptifms  iiave  been  61  : 
Marriages  43  :  Burials  23. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Andrews,  Miffionary  at  St. 
Andrew's,  in  his  letter  of  Auguft  24th,  1810, 
ilates,  that  on  that  day  he  entered  the  fiftieth 
year  of  his  Miniftry.  That  the  people  en- 
creafe faft  both  in  St.  Andrew's  and  St.  Stephen's ; 
and  appear  to  improve  in  regular  habits  of 
living.  In  the  diftant  parts,  to  which  he  can- 
not through  age  and  infirmities  g\vQ  any  ftated 
attendance,  the  fanatic  teachers  from  the  Ame- 
rican States  turn  many  aljdc.  He  repeats  his 
anxious  wi(h  that  an  able  and  pious  Miffionary 
may  foon  be  found  for  the  Parilh  of  St.  Stephen. 
His  Notitia  is  as  follows  :  Baptifms  62  Infants 
and  4  Adults :  Marriages  10  :  Burials  8. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Arnold,  Miffionary  at  SufTex 
Vale  and  Norton,  has  much  pleafure  in  in- 
forming the  Society  that  a  contract  has  been 
entered  into  by  the  Wardens  of  the  Parifli  of 
Norton  for  ere(fting  a  fra»  le  of  30  by  40  feet, 
and  enclofing  the  fame  for  a  Church:  which  is 
to  be  complcated  by  the   ift  of  next  Augull:.

Mr.  Arnold  ac- 
knowleges  the  receipt  of  a  box  of  Books  from 
the  Society;  all  of  which  he  has  diftributed 
among  his  parishioners,  who  appear  duly  fenfi- 
ble  ot  the  Society's  goodnefs  to  them.  He  is 
happy  to  fay,  that  his  Parifh  has  enjoyed  much 
peace  and  quietnefs  during  the  laft  yfsar,  not 
having  been  difturbed  by  any  of  the  Sedaries. 
From  Michaelmas  1809  to  Michaelmas  iSiq, 
he  baptifed  21  children;  married  19  couple; 
and  buried  only  i.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Twining,  Miffionary  at  Cape 
Breton,  expreffes  his  thanks  to  the  Society  for 
appointing  his  fon  an  Exhibitioner  at  the  Col- 
lege j  and  tranfmits  the  following  Notitia  for 
the  kft  half  year:  Baptifms  49 :  Marriages 
12  :  and  Burials  7. 

Upper  and  Lower  Canada. 

.  .Mr.  George  Okill  Stuart,  Miffionary  at 
Yotk,  ill  his  letter  of  July  7th,  18 10,  ftates, 
that  in  the  preceding  fix  months,  the  Bapfifms 
were  30,  Marriages  14,  E'urials  10,  and  6 
added  to  the  Communicants.  That  a  gallery 
has  beenereded  at  the  weft  end  of  the  Church 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  foldiers  of  the 
garrifon  near  York.  It  was  done  at  the  ex- 
pencc  of  the  parifliioners.  He  returns  thanks 
for  a  Bible  and  Common  Prayer  Book,  which 
were  given  by  the. Society  to  his  Church. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Addifon,  Miffionary  at  Niagara, 
acquaints  the  Society,  that  in  the  laft  fix 
months,  the  Baptifms  have  amounted  to  83  :

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has  large  Congregations ;  and  in  two  country 
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places,  10  or  12  miles  from  Niagara,  the  in- 
habitants have  ere<5led  two  fmall  convenient 
Chapels,  in  v^^hich  he  alternately  performs 
Divine  Service  on  the  firll  Sunday  in  every 
month  to  crouded  audiences.  The  Gommuni- 
cants  rather  'increafe,  being  in  the  whole  Set- 
tlement rather  more  than  56.  But  he  is  moft 
fatisiied  with  his  fuccefs  among  the  Indians ; 
feveral  of  whom,  belonging  to  the  leaft  cul- 
tivated Tribe  on  the  Grand  River,  have  been 
lately  baptifed.  *" 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Strachan,  Miflionary  at  Corn- 
wall, writes,  that  50  of  his  parilhioners  were 
confirmed  by  the  Bifhop  of  Quebec  lafl  fuoi- 
mer.  He  requefts  of  the  Society  fome  Bibles 
and  Prayer  Books  for  the  ufe  of  his  Miffion ;

deavoured to  make  his  j  urney  a  miniftcrial 
vifit  to  the  inhabitants.  He  baptifed  in  the 
different  Villages  16  children  and  2  Adults. 
His  Notitia  for  the  laft  fix  months  is:  2? 
Baptifms,  two  of  which  were  Adults  :  6  Mar- 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Cotton,  Miffionary  at  Dun- 
han;,  tfinfmits  the  following  Notitia  for  the 
laft  half  year:  Baptifms  17  Infants  and  4.  Admits : 
3  Marriages :  and  3   Burials.     Communicants 
II.     That  hbtwithftanding  the  late  prefent of 
Books  from  the  Socrcty,  which  have  been  in 
general  gratefully  received,  and  the  moft  part 
diftnbuted  ;  the  people  of  his  MifTion  ftill  ex- 
perience confiderable  want  of  Prayer    Books 
and  Church  Catechifms,  as  there  were  fcarcely 
any  families  before  fupplied  with  them.     He 
has  had  the  fatisfaclron  to  find  that  a  more  im- 
proved aequaintance  with  the  Book  of  Com- 
mon' PJ-aycr  has  in  feveral  inftances  removcH 
difTiciilties  in  the  minds   of  fome  ref  :aing- 
our  form    of    worfhip.— Some   more  '  Prayer 
Books  and  Church  Catechifms  have  been  or- 
dered by  the  Society  for  the  ufc  of  this  Mis- 
lion. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Charles  Stewart,  Miffionary 
at  St.  Armand,  informs  the  Society  in  his  letter 
of  November  ift,  i8ro,  that  the  building  of 
the  Church  at  the  weftern  part  of  the  Seigniory 
goes  on  well,  an  handfome  belfry  and  fteeple 
being  nearly  compleated.  That  in  Auguft  laft, 
he  made  an  excurfion  through  the  Townships 
to  the  eaft  as  far  as  j^  miles.  In  that  of 
Stanfted,  the  people  are  comparatively  flourifh- 
ing ;  but  in  all  they  are  deftitute  of  a  Clergy- 
man. Durit>g  his  abience  from  home  nine 
days,  he  performed  Divine  Service  three  times, 

F  baptifcd 
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baptifcd  1 3  children,  and  married  one  couple. 
His  Notitia  for  the  laft  half  year  is :  at  St. 
Armand  Eaft  4  Baptifms  :  i  Marriage  :  and  i 
Burial :  at  St.  Armand  Weft  4  Baptilms  and  i 
Burial.  The  ftate  of  both  his  Congregationt 
is  fatisfadory,  and  the  total  number  of  Com- 
municants is  encreafing.

The  Society  having  of  late  years  found  great 
difficulty  in  prevailing  with  proper  Clergymen 
to  go  abroad  in  their  fervice,  and  conceiving 
that  one  caufe  of  this  difinclination  arifes  from 
an  ignorance  of  the  who? e  of  the.  Emoluments 
aird  Advantages  annexed  to  the  fituation  of  a 
Miffionary  in  the  Colonies  to  which  they  are 
fent,  think  it  proper  to  publiih  the  following 
more  particular  account  than  what  appears  in  the 
general  Annual  Abftradt  of  their  Proceedings. 

The  Colonies  to  which  the  Society  now  f^n^ 
out  Miflionaries  are  thefe  following  :.  New- 
foundland, Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunfwick,  Upper 
and  Lower  Canada,  Cape  Breton,  and  Africa. 

It  may  be  ufeful  to  notice,  that  before  the 
Society  fend  out  a  Clergyman  to  any  new 
place,  the  people  firll:  petition  the  Society  to 
do  it,  and  fignify  that  they,  are  able  and  wil- 
ling to  contribute  towards  the  Miffionary's 
fupporf;.  In  general,  it  is  required  that  a 
Church,  he  built,  a  Glebe  fecured^  a  Parfon- 

a^e 


age  Houfe  erefted,  and  a  fubfcription  entered 
into  by  the  people  themfelvcs,  or  fuch  En- 
gagenieats  made  as  may  induce  the  Society  to 
cftablifli  a  Miffion  before  they  are  compleated  • 
but  where  the  people  have  failed  in  the  per* 
formance,  the  Miflionary  has  been  removed  to 
another  ftation. 

Upon  the  opening  cf  a  new  Miffion,  the 
Society  grant  a  yearly  Salary  of  £^0.  After- 
wards, it  is  increafed  or  diminifhed  according 
as  circumftances  m?"  feem  to  require,  the 
Glebe  lands  being  in  fome  places  of  more 
value  than  in  others.  Half  a  year's  Salary  is 
advanced  to  each  Miffionary  upon  his  goino- 
abroad,  and  an  allowance  made  towards  the 
charge  of  the  voyage,  generally  about  .£30. 

Befides  this,  great  aid  has  been  afforded  by 
Government  towards  carrying  on  the  pious 
defigns  of  the  Society.  In  the  Province  of 
Nova  Scotia  thirteen  Miffionaries  now  enjoy 
«n  annual  Salary  from  Government  of  £70  or 
£75.  In  New  Brunfwick  nine  Miffionaries 
have  i^ioo  a  year  each.  To  the  Miffionary 
at  Cape  Breton  ^100  a  year  is  allotted.  And 
to  five  Miffionaries  in  Newfoundland  £co  a 
year,  with  fome  allowance  of  ratios,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  Society's  Salary  of  ^100. 

The  Miffionaries  in  Canada  have  each  of 
them  an  annual  Salary  of  dC.oo  from  Govern- 
ment, and  no  one  has  lefs  than  .£50  from 
the  Societv.     The  otht^r    ct-^M,,:^^  ^a * 

worn  Glebe,  Subfcription,  and  other  Contin- 

genciesj^ 
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gcncies,  cannot  be  acx:u.rately  ibited,  as  they 
maft  be  fubjed:,  from  many  caufes,  to  varia- 
tion and  uncertainty,  and  will  be  governed  in 
fome  refpeds  by  the  abilities  c^  the  people, 
and  the  eilimation  in  which  the  Miflionary  is 
held. 

In  addition  to  this,  it  (hould  be  obferved, 
that  the  Society,  ever  attentive  to  the  neceffi- 
ties  of  their  Miffionaries,  have  been  accuf- 
tomed,  as  occaiions  required,  to  reward  the 
diligent  for  any  extraordinary  fervices,  and 
to  alleviate  the  diftrefles  of  thofe  who  have 
been  a^ic^ed  with  fkknefs,  or  fuftained  any 
unforefeen  lolTcs  or  calamities,  by  pecuniary 
Gratuities. 

The  Society  alfo  allow  to  four  Students  in 
Divinity  at  :he  College  in  Nova  Scotia  <£3o  a 
year  each,  during  the  term  of  feven  years, 
with  preference  to  fons  of  Miflionaries. 

There  is  likewife  fomeprovifion,  from  an  accu- 
mulation on  a  Legacy  of  Archbifliop  Tenifon 
(the  annual  intereft  of  which  now  amounts  to 
nearly  £  300)  for  **  fuch  MiiSonaries,  being 
"  Eitgliihmen,  and  of  the  Province  of  Cenier" 
**  bwy,  as  have  been  by  unavoidable  acci- 
**  dents,  fickr^fs,  or  other  infirmities  of  the 
•*  body,  or  old  age,  difabled  from  the  pen- 
•*  formance  of  their  duties,  and  forced  to  re- 
**  turn  to  England.**  Three  Mi^odaries  have 
lately  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  it. 

Thefe,   with    feme  other  occafionai  advan- 
tages, are  the  encouragements  held  out  by  the 
J  Society 
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Society  to  fuch  pious  and  well  difpofed  Cler- 
gymen as  arc  willing  to  enter  into  their  fer- 
vice. 

^  The  Society  taking  into  their  ferious  con- 
fideration  the  abfolute  neccffity  there  is,  that 
fuch  Oergymen,  as  are  fent  abroad,  fhould 
be  duly  qualified  for  the  work  to  which  they 
are  pppointed,  defirc  every  one,  who  recom- 
mends any  pcrfon  to  them  for  that  purpofe, 
to  teftify  his  knowlege,  as  to  the  followingV 
particulars : 

1 .  The  age  of  the  perfon. 

2.  His  condition  of  life,  whether  fingle  or 

married. 

3.  His  temper. 

4.  His  prudence. 
5. His  learning. 

6.  His  fober  and  pious  converfatioii. 

7.  His  zeal  for  the  Chriftian  religion,  and 

diligence  in  hi^  holy  calling. 

8.  His  afFeaion    to   the  prefent  Govern- 

ment. 

9.  His   conformity  to   the    dodrine    and 

difcipline  of  the  Church  of  England, 
And  the  Society  requeft  all  perfons  concerned, 
that  they  recommend  no  man  out  of  favour  or 
affedion,  or  any  other  worldly  confideration,  but 
with  a  fincere  regard  to  the  honour  of  Almighty 
God,  and  our  bleffed  Saviour  j  as  they  tender 
the  interefl  of  the  Chriftian  Religion,  and  the 
good  of  mens  fouls.
